Mills. tells Rotarians 


he favors ' 


BELLE GLADE — School Superin- 
tendent Tom Mills introduced 
himself to local Rotarians Tuesday 
and following a,talk, was given а 
hand by the members who heard 
what they wanted to hear. 

The youthful superintendent 
made his points by telling the 
Rotary he was a firm believer in 
the Functional Literacy examina- 
tion, did not believe in social 
promotion, and was working on a 
uniform curriculum which will also 
result in monetary savings for the 
schools. 

When Mills. took over, each 
school pretty much set its own 
courses but this has been changed 
to provide uniform standards from 
one school to the next, As an 
example, he pointed out that 16 
textbooks were approved by the 
state for one course and in the 
county, all 16 were in use. This has 
been changed to one text and 
surplus. books can be shifted 


/ around the county. to prevent 


having to purchase new ones. 

Mills also said he was a firm 
believer in vocational education 
and said the goals of schools should 
be to either prepare a student for 
higher education or ot teach him a 
salable skill sq he can go out, get a 
job, and become a contributing 
member of society. 

Other areas Mills has worked on 
include personnel relations and 
mathmatics. Testing has shown, he 
said, that the present programs in 
reading have yielded results, but 
math is still a weakness of many 
students. 

Mills said math consultants have 
now been assigned to each area 
office to work with teachers and 
improve mathmatic ‘performance. 

Teacher morale is low, said 
Mills, partly because teachers 
weren't given a good pay raise. He 
said he recommended this to the 
board simply because there was

have the authority to do the job 


and that he would back them up.” 


Perhaps the’ most important 
problem that must-be worked 
upon, seid Mills, is to get the 
community and parents more 
involved in the educational System. 
"We have the students six hours a 
day," he said, "and the parents 
have them the rest of the time. We 
can only reenforce what is taught 
ih the home and we must have 
parental involvement in the stu- 
dents' activities." 

Mills said new programs have 
developed to focus on reading and 
writing in grades kindergarten 
through three. 

In a question and answer 
session, Mills acknowledged low 
Scores in math and reading in local 
Schools, but said it is questionable 
if a large body of students can be 
used to indicate whether a schoo] is 
good or bad. 

He said education today can't be 
Compared to that of ten years ago 
but noted SAT scores have drop- 
ped and: said this was partly 
because private schools have enrol- 
led many bright students into their 
programs. 

Mills says he' would favor the 
concept of merit pay raises for 
outstanding teachers, but said it 
would be difficult to impliment. 
What may occur, he said, is to give 
raises to good teachers but to hold 
others at:the same pay level.

Theft of shopping carts costs 
local supermarkets $20,000 


It may not seem like much, but 
add them together and thousands 
of dollars are lost each year from. 
area supermarkets, department 
stores and other businesses 
through people "borrowing" shop- 
ping carts, 

“Т bring it right back,” is what 
local managers constantly hear. 
And they've heard it so often 
without the promise being fulfilled 
that Belle Glade is beginning a 
shopping cart crackdown. 

U-Save Supermarket manager 
William Bungardner said Monday. 
the problem has become acute at 
his store, so bad that he has a truck 

“make the rounds” of the city 
weekly to retreive carts. 

“They push them home and 
think they belong to them," said. 
Bungardner. "We've even had to 
have the police come with us with 
bolt cutters and cut them loose 
where they've been locked to 
telephone poles and railings.” 

This problem. isn't rare. Other 


‘kets echo his words jand 
Some know that the original 
thieves are trying to protect 
"their" property against other 
thieves. 

Because that's what a shopping 

cart "borrower" is...a thief. Belle 
Glade has an ordinance against 
removing a shopping cart from a 
place of business and offenders can 
receive fines or even & jail sentence. 

At Food Center, Charles Ward 
notes the problem has really 
become bad. ‘‘We must have over 
100 out right: now," he said. 
"Saturday afternoon I took off for 
20 minutes and collected séven 
right around my store." Two 
couldn't be collected. Somebody 
had chained them to a pole. 

Perhaps thé supermarkets with 
the largest problems are the two 
Belle Glade Winn Dixies. Chuck 
Newton, manager of Winn Dixie on 
Canal Street, said he has over; 100

+ Group Two candidate Aubrey 
Farmer challenged the results of 
the election Wednesday night 
when the canvassing board first 
met, citing the fact 131 votes were 
lost in the Group Two race. 

Because the small ballot coun- 
ters used to total the election 
results Tuesday night couldn't 
determine what had happened to 
the lost votes, City Clerk June 
Boglioli carried the votes to West 
Palm Beach Friday morning to 
have them rechecked Ьу running 
them through the large computer 
at Supervisor of Elections Jackie 
Winchester's office. 

The final results were that of 
1764 votes cast on the ballot coun- 
ter, and 58 absentee ballots there 
were 37 ballots which had been 
punched twice or more times in 
Group Two and 86 which hadn't 
been punched in the.
